Minimum Wage, Living Wage, or the Whole Damn Pie?

In the Aug. 24" issue of the Alameda Times —Star, Beth Shulman author of the recently released book, 
“The Betrayal of Work: How Low-Wage Jobs Fail 30 Million Americans,” shares some rather gruesome 
statistics about prevailing wage rates in the U.S. One out of every four U.S. workers now earns less than 
$8.70 per hour or about $18,100 per year (the “official” poverty rate for a family of four). Worse yet, 
most of these dead end low wage jobs have no benefits — no healthcare, no child care, no pension plan, 
no vacation time — nada. A 1997 study out of Syracuse University found that U.S. workers in the lowest 
wage bracket “enjoy” living standards that are 13% below those of the least well off among Germans 
and 24% below the poorest Swedes. 


Meanwhile, the purchasing power of the minimum wage continues to plummet. According to the 
Economic Policy Institute, the real value of $5.15/hr. is now 21% less than it was in 1979. A recent 
Univ. of Michigan study also found that half of those “stuck” in the bottom 20% of wage carners in 
1960 were still in the same cul-de-sac thirty years later — so much for the Horatio Alger myth of U.S. 
upward mobility. The U.S. Bureau of Labor Statistics predicts that by 2010 half of all new jobs will also 
require virtually no training as globalization leads to more deindustrialization and skilled ex-factory 
workers are forcibly herded into the service sector. The expendable throwaway McWorker stands 
before us in the mirror. 


Closer to home, Madison is now considering whether or 
not to adopt a citywide “minimum” wage of $7.75/hr. 
($3.88/hr. for those receiving tips) - hardly a “living wage” 
but still a major boost for service employees — about 10% 
of local labor — who struggle just to make ends meet at 
$5.15/hr. as the cost of living keeps climbing. Current 
“living wage” regulations only apply to those who directly 
contract with government or receive public monies, and — 
these “living wages” vary widely from the City of Madison 
($9.57/hr.), to Dane County ($8.70/hr.), to the Associated 
Students of Madison (ASM), UW’s student government 
($8.25/hr.). A petition drive is underway to put a citywide 
referendum on the spring ballot, though this may be 
preempted by a similar ordinance being introduced at the 


City Council level.

“Weapons of Mass Deception”

A number of opinion surveys have recently reported that for 


the first time since the beginning of the war in Iraq a solid 
majority of Americans believe the Bush administration 
either stretched the truth about Iraqi weapons of mass 


destruction or told outright lies. The publication of Weapons 


of Mass Deception by the investigative reporters Sheldon 
Rampton and John Stauber should swell that majority as 
well as critically inform this curious public about the 


aggressive public relations campaign used to take the nation 


to war with Iraq. 


For starters, Rampton and Stauber remind readers about the 
PR campaign master-minded by Hill & Knowlton that 
curried American sentiment for the first war in the Gulf. 
With a budget in excess of $10 million, Hill & Knowlton 
had ample funds to gather, select, and broadcast a vast 
quantity of information. This process (or should I say 
project) also included the fabrication of front groups 
designed to hide the identity of private sponsors as well as 
scripting theatrical stories that were then presented as the 
news. One particular event that is now recognized as the 
most decisive ploy used to manufacture American consent 
for the first Gulf war involved the testimony of Kuwaiti 
citizens at a hearing designed to resembled an official 
congressional proceeding (the so-called Congressional 
Human Rights Caucus). The most moving “eye-witness” 
testimony given by a young Kuwaiti girl, identified only by 
her first name, described how Iraqi soldiers had taken 
hundreds of babies out of incubators in a hospital in 
Kuwaiti City and left “the babies on the cold floor to die” 
In fact, the girl was the 15 year-old daughter of the Kuwaiti 
ambassador to the US and Hill & Knowlton had scripted 
her lines for their client, the Kuwaiti Royal family. 
Needless to say, Dr. Fayeza Youssef, who ran the obstetrics 
unit at the hospital said the girl’s claim was false; no one 
had seen Iraqi troops yanking babies from incubators. 


Though the babies-torn-from-incubators story has bec: 
infamous within the PR community, few Americans 
understand how (much less why) their perceptions wer 
managed at that time, and how their perceptions about 
various Islamic states and leaders have been managed ¢ 
since. Even as recently as this January for example, in

What Rampton and Stauber would like Americans to kn 
is that the freedom of speech that is seen to be the essenc 
of democracy, also grants the freedom to lie. Thus, a 
necessary skill for those who aspire to better, livable wor 
is to be able to discriminate between fact and fabrication. 
Weapons of Mass Deception also makes it clear that it is 
important to know who is footing the bill for the vast 
amount of misinformation that is broadcast — be it the 
Pentagon, the CIA, a “client state,” multinational 
corporation, or other entity. In the same way the general 
public has become savvy about the industries creating 
desire and consumption, Americans need to understand 
how so much of what passes for news has been tailored in 
the interests of ruling elites as acutely as any marketing 
campaign; we need to understand what is at stake. The .

« 75 YEARS or LABOR 
STRIFE AT UW-MADISON 


On Wed. Sept. 24" on the front steps of the Memorial Union a spirited rally of campus workers, 
labor unions, and community supporters demonstrated to commemorate the 75th anniversary of a 
construction workers strike that occurred during the building of the Memorial Union. (Students 
and alumni donated the building funds) After the rally, people adjourned to the Great Hall in the 
Memorial Union for a presentation by labor unions, student groups, and the South Central 
Federation of Labor (SCFL) discussing the history of labor organizing at the UW-Madison. 


1929 TRADESMEN STRIKE 

The Memorial Union’s administrators (including Ted Crabb) and the building contractor had 
made an agreement with the tradesmen to hire only unionized workers. Upon discovering the 
contractor had broken the agreement by hiring four non-union carpenters, the tradesmen walked 
off the job. Picketing started immediately. A week into the walk- out the contractor began 
importing more non-union workers from its home city Duluth. 


On the picket lines, cries of “Show me you union card”, and “I don’t have to show it” flew back 
and forth. “You fellows know what you’re up against in a closed shop town, don’t you?” one of 
the strikers yelled at three non-union bricklayers. “This is a free country,” was the retort hurled 
back. 
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“We ve got the students behind us” was a frequently 
repeated statement among the ranks of the union men. 
Scab and rats were two epitaphs thrown at the 
strikebreakers by the angry crowd. The strikebreakers 
were also threatened with dunkings in nearby Lake 
Mendota. One scab traded a brief exchange of punches 
until he retreated back into the building. 


The police headquarters received a “riot call”, and were 
told that unionized workers were threatening to do bodily 
injury to strike breakers. Cheers of students urged the 
union workers to action. The incident ended with union 
men and students chasing a fleeing taxicab with two 
escaping strikebreakers. 


Despite the successes and unionized workers persuading scabs to leave the job, the 
administrators continued their refusal to honor the “closed shop" agreement. The contractor 
imported even more scabs, both from Duluth and Chicago. Picketing was described as a near 
riot. Armed guards and the Madison police stepped up arrests of both tradesmen and students, 
till finally the strike was broken. 


This event was just one of many assaults administrators have made on working people on the 
UW-Madison campus. 


1972 MULO STRIKE 

In April 1972, a wildcat strike broke out among workers in the Memorial Union dish room. The 
strike guickly spread throughout the Wisconsin Unions and through food service in the dorms. A 
boycott by the campus community led to a business drop off of 60-75%, and MULO signed a 


contract with management in May.
